This leads me to a subject upon which | have felt very keenly for a long 
ud that is the question of synagogue decorum. — In some synagogues 
the decorum is all that ean be desired, in others it falls very far short of 
what Leonsider the ideal of people’s conduct in a place of worship. IT heard 
it once said in answer To sore protestations which | made 
Synagogue’ that the Jew feels at home in the house of prayer, and conducts 
Decorum. himself as if he were at home. All | ean say is that there are 
SOTne people whose attitude during Divine service is hardly unl 
fXainple to the younger members of the congregation, and constitutes, to a 
great extent, an element of disturbance to other worshippers. The two chief 
defects are the incessant ingress and egress during the ordinary Sabbath 
service, and the nonehalance with which conversations are carried on. No 
one thinks of talking to his next door neighbour ina church or chapel. Ina 
Syhaxogue one very often notices that a person talks to his next door 
heichbour lest he should be considered stiff and formal; nor is this all. 
Sometimes he notices a friend in another part of the synagogue, and either 
heckons him to his side or else leaves his place during the reading of 
the prayers in order to hold a conversation, Very often there are 
couversations earried on in dumb show from one side of the gallery 
to anoft her, or from the gallery to the body of the sVnagorue. Sometimes one 
looks up from the reading of ‘one’s prayers and sees people convulsed with 
laughter, Sometimes this occurs oceasionally, at times it continues right 
throughout the service until, although one is pleased to see people come to 
synagogue, one really begins to wonder what is the object for which they 
come. I do not approve of a service being so stiff and formal that one feels 
under a sort of restraint, nor do I care for an air of chilliness or unrespon- 


Siveness in the synagogue ; but at least we ought to have some outward sign 
of reverence, and there are too many places in which this is not forthcoming. 
While this defeet lasts we Jews have much to learn from our Christian 


friends, and the sooner we learn it the better. 


As a rule prejudice is largely the child of ignorance, and this leads me 
to say that | notice with much approval the development of the movement 
for the delivery of lectures upon questions of Jewish customs, history and 
religion, by Jewish ministers to Christian audiences. Every now and then I 

am glad to see that one or other of the provincial Jewish clergy 
Slaying seems to be taking up work of this sort. These lectures are 
ignorance. always very much appreciated, and I am assured by one minister 

who has devoted much time and care to lectures of this kind for 
some years past that his general impression is divided between gratification at 
the welcome always riven to information pon Jewish subjects, and surprise 
at the extent to which this information is needed. People know nothing 
about Jews or Judaism except from the false impressions they gain from the 
reading of a certain kind of fiction. The most extraordinary ideas are extant 
as to what Jews doin their homes and in the synagogue, and as to what they 
think and feel about Christians and Christianity. Lectures of this kind are 
breezes of fresh, wholesome air round the musty corners where the cob-webs 
of superstition and prejudice hang so thickly, and I sce no reason why what 
has been done so effectively by a few of the ministers should not be further 
extended and developed,

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
[From Our Correspondent. | 
PRAGUE, January 17th. 

The visit to Bohemia, his native country, is announced of Mr. Adolphus 
Kraus, who forty-two years ago, as a boy of sixteen, emigrated to America, 
Born in Blowitz, near Pilsen, he worked his way up by diligence, energy and 
ability. He began his eareer as a clerk in a Chicago store. The day's work 
over, he attended evening classes to acquire the knowledge likely to enable 
him to go to college. After years of saving and studying he resigned his post 
and began to study law at the Chicago University. His first appearance as an 
advocate was a perfect success. Before long he became one of the most 
popular lawyers of Chicago. Owing to his intellectual capacity, and perhaps 
to his integrity, he became President of the Board of Education and of the 
Civil Service Commission, but soon retired from political life and refused all 
honorary offices. He has also been publisher and editor of the Chicago Times. 
During the St. Louis World's Fair he was a juror in the Austro-Hungarian 
Educational Department and received the knighthood of the Order of Francis 
Joseph. In the course of the peace negotiations between Russia and Japan 
he, together with Mr. Jacob Schiff and the Acting State Secretary, Mr. Nathan 
Strauss, intervened with Count Witte in favour of the Russian Jews. Mr. 


Kraus is President of the Austro-Hungarian Hilfsverein and of the Chicago 
Bnei Brith. 


For the first time the “Jewish National Party” has appeared in the 
official statistics of the recent elections to the Reichsrath. The total votes 
polled were 31,941, of which 24.757, were recorded in Galicia, 6,655 in the 
Bukowina and 529 in Lower Austria (i.e. in Vienna). 

The estimates of the Jewish community in Vienna for 1909 provide for an 
expenditure of 3,035,236 kronen, and income of 2,954,062 kronen. The past 
yerr ended with a deficit of 81,173 kronen. 

The local authorities at Floridsdorf have decided not to give employment 
to Jews and Czechs in the municipal service. Dr. Baxa, a Radieal-Czech 
leader, whose enmity to the Jews is notorious, has gone still further by 
warning Czech women that they would be disgracing themselves if they made 


any purchases from Jews. 
FRANCE. 
From our Correspondent. | 
PARIS, 18th January. 

An American lady, Mrs. Mary Linken, has summoned the Jewish Coloni- 
sation Association before the Tribunal of Paris for payment of an alleged 
debt of 20,000 franes. The Jewish Colonisation Association pleaded that it 
was outside the jurisdiction of the French Courts, because it was an English 
company with its registered office in London; but the Court decided against 
it on this point, and ordered the action to come on for an early hearing. The 
lea has engaged as its counsel, M. Barboux, leader of the bar and a meinber 
of the Académie Francaise, who, at the preliminary hearing, eloquently 
described the aims and objects of the Association and its mode of operation. 

Among the decorations recently bestowed is that of Officer of the Legion 
of Honour on M. Ullmann, Director of the Comptoir National d’'Escompte, and 
the Cross of Chevalier of the Order on Mr. Ferdinand Blumenthal, an American 
citizen. , 

The Centrak Commission on the subject of steam engines and automobiles, 
which has just been constituted, has, as its President, M. Worms de Romilly, a 
retired Inspector-General of Mines. Two other Jews are members of the 
Commission: M. Maurice Levy, a retired Inspector-General of Bridges and 
Roads, and M. Michel Lévy, Inspector-General of Mines, both of them 
members of the Academy of Sciences. M. Michel Lévy has also been 
appointed Vice-President of the Sanitary Committee of the Department of 
the Seine. 

Another important body, the Consultative 
three members who are Jews: M. Schwab, director of an important manufaec- 
tory at Hericourt; M. Lang, President of the Chamber of Arts and 
Manufactures at Juinville; and M. Jéramee, Administrator of the General. 
Trans-Atlantic Company. 

All the Jewish members of Parliament voted recently against the 
retention of capital punishment. But .as its abolition was not agreed to 
several members, in the name of humanity, are endeavouring to bring about 
executions in private. Two Bills in this direction have been brought in; one 
in the Senate by M. Paul Strauss, the other in the Chamber of Deputies by 
M. Joseph Reinach. Another Jew of note, M. Bamberger, who was deputy 
for Metz before the severence of Alsace-Lorraine from France, has suggested 
in the Siecle that the too cruel punishment of death by the guillotine should 
be replaced by death through chloroform. 

The Commission of Inspection of Alliance Schools is concluding its 
mission this week by visiting the schools in Bulgaria. 

The Municipal Council of Paris has decided in favour of classing the 
Synagogues in the Rue de la Victoire and the Rue des Tournelles as historical

CONTANTINOPLE, January 14, 
THE ELECTION OF CHIEF RABBI OF TURKEY. 

The election of Chief Rabbi of Turkey will take place shortly. The 
Jewish communities in Smyrna, Salonica, Bagdad, Broussa, ete., have already 
elected delegates who will have to take part in the déliberations of the 
Grand Assembly of Notables of Constantinople. The number of candidates 
required by the law is five, and comprise the following : Rabbis Nahoum (the 
present temporary occupant of the post), Abraham Danon, Yossef Levy, 
Moche Habib (Chief Rabbi of Broussa) and Raphael Benchimon (the Chief 
Rabbi of Cairo). The religious heads of other communities in the Empire 
who had been invited by the Consistory to become candidates refused, giving 
as their reason that Rabbi Nahoum was, in their opinion, the most suitable 
person for the post. Numerous addresses of confidence voted by the prin- 


‘committee on Railways, has 


cipal communities in the Empire in favour of M. Nahoum and imposing 
demonstrations recently organised in his honour led us to believe that his 
election would be secured without much difficulty. Unfortunately, 
a letter has been sent to the heads of the community here by the rabbis ot 
London, Frankfort, Amsterdam, Berlin and other places, advising that Rabb) 
Nahoum, as a young man without religious instruction, was not worthy to 
occupy so high a post as that of head of Ottoman Judaism. This letter has 
caused the utmost indignation, and has been the subject of serious protest, 
Dr. Gaster, who was one of the signatories in London (Dr. Adler being 
another), has since made it known that he signed the letter under misappre 
hension as he had been led to believe that he had been asked to intervene as 
a colleague to promote the appointment of a truly religious Rabbi for the pos 
of Haham Bashi of Jerusalem. 

The general assembly of Rabbis has met for the purpose of expressing its 
opinion on the candidature of M. Nahoum. The deliberations lasted thre: 
hours, and it was admitted even by opposing Rabbis that all their complaint- 
against Rabbi Nahoum were not serious. The minute enquiry instituted bh, 
the Beth Din demonstrated that the accusations against him with referenc 
to his lack of religious sentiments were unfounded. The letters from Chie! 
Rabbis in Western Europe to which I have referred made no impression 
whatsoever to the detriment of Rabbi,Nahoum; on the contrary, all th. 
rabbis present unanimously agreed to place Rabbi Nahoum as the candidate 
to be the most favoured of the five already named. When the President «' 


the Beth Din announced its decision to a crowd composed of severa| 
thousands of Jews who were waiting for news, he was received 
with loud cheering. The Central Consistory held yesterday evening 
a special meeting and fixed the date of the election for the 
24th inst. Telegrams have been addressed to all the communities in the 


Empire urging them to send their delegates immediately to Constantinople. 
The delegates will number’ forty; thus, with the grand assembly 
Constantinople, comprising sixty prominent laymen and twenty rabbis, ther 
will be 120 voters who will have to elect the Chief Rabbi of Turkey 
Immediately after the election, the new Chief Rabbi will proceed in a stat 
carriage sent by the Court, to the Imperial Palace, where he will be received 
in audience by the Sultan.. Afterwards, the Minister of Ceremonies wii! 
accompany him to the Sublime Porte, and present him, on behalf of th 
Sovereign, to the Grand Vizier, the Presidents of the Senate and the Chambe) 
of Deputies, and the Ministers.

already converted into a paradise. It is true that our territory is gigantic and that 
our soil contains uncountable treasures. We need only an energetic and cor 
scientious Government to exploit the natural riches of the soil for the advantage ©! 
the country. To-day only the Government could prevent the creation of national 
wealth. It suffices to desire the work, and the result would be inevitable. | nhappily, 
the beautiful dream of seeing our land transformed into an earthly paradise must 
remain long unfulfilled, our extensive territories must remain long in their present 
pitiful state. And all this owing simply to the fact that they lack inhabitants. We 
lack strong hands and arms to raise the treasures that the earth has long so jealous!) 
guarded from us. 

f we compare our land with other countries, we shall soon be convinced that we 
are lamentably deficient in population. Our population is ten times less dense than 
thatof France. . . . . . Our country is really quite empty and deserted, and we 
need millions and millions of men in order properly to work the treasures for which 
Europe envies us. Let us assume that we take measures to restore the former splet 
dour and fertility of Mesoyp tamia : whence shall we draw the necessary inhabitants ¢ 

It is obvious that we should have to import emigrants from abroad, but what can 
a Government do whose finances are ruined ? In such a situation how can we bear the 
cost of immigration? Moreover, to what nation should they belong ¢ ur land is like 
the tower of Babel, and we already harbour representatives of 21 differen! 
nationalities. Have we not enough national quarrels and differences among the various 
races, sometimes bloody conflicts born of national Chauvinism ? In our opinion there 
is only one element that could populate this country without involving the State In 
considerable expense and without increasing national difficulties, and that is the 
Jews, 3 

Ten million Jews live scattered in various countries. They are all greatl) 
attached to the soil on which they are born. They have no separatist pretensions and 
maintain no political relations beyond the frontier of the land in which they live. In 
consequence of their national character they are completely free from Chauvinism and 
have merely ideal aspirations. There are in Europe several Jewish societies, the 
object of which is to remove the many thousands of Jews from Russia, Morocco, Persia, 
(alicia, etc., where they are exposed to fanatic persecution. We would especially recall 
the lea, which has already called into being in the Argentine, Colonies equipped with all 
modern requirements. This society, which has several millions at its disposal, would 
bé supported by the remaining Jewish organisations in a position to found great and 
splendidly-organised colonies in our fertile land. cate 

About four years ago the leaders of this organisation entered into negotiations 
with the late despotic Government on this question; they were favourably received 
and obtained very important concessions. Apparently, however, the spectacle o! 
despotism infused them with an aversion to our land. They did not dare to trust 
their brethren to a despotic Government. Now, on the other hand, we have a con- 
stitution which we shall firmly uphold. The despotism has gone for ever. Is there a 
single valid reason to restrain the thousands of Jews who emigrate to distant territories 
from coming here and applying in this country their fruitful labour, their indefatigable 
exertions, intelligence, endurance, and physical powers, that assure them success 
everywhere ? Should not the inexhaustible treasures that our soil conceals, and the 
proverbial tolerance of Turkey give them guarantees that they will be comfortable 
here? We can really see no obstacle that should deter these honest, industrious 
people from directing their pilgrimage in our direction. Our new Government, which 
has at heart the moral and material uplifting of all parts of the Empire, might bring 
an experiment in this matter to a successful issue. Our Jewish fellow-citizens might 
begin by showing their brethren of the West the right way.

GOVERNMENT DECISIONS. 
The Senate has decided that Jews may be permitted to hire summer 
esidences in the villages. 
The Ministry of the Interior has requested the authorities to allow the 
ves and widows of Jewish graduates to reside in all parts of the Empire. 


PUBLIC SYMPATHY WITH THE JEWS. 

The pupils of the Minsk Female Gymnasium have abandoned their 
vcursion to Moseow as a protest against the refusal.of the authorities to 
cermit their Jewish colleagues to accompany them to the ancient capital. 

For similar reasons, the organisers of the Russian Electro-Technical 
Congress proposed to postpone the gathering in order to convene it In the 
ale or even abroad, for the benefit of their Jewish colleagues, who were 
orbidden by the Governor-General to come to Moscow. The Premier, how- 
ever, intervened at the critical moment, and permitted the Jewish delegates 

‘stay at Moseow during the proceedings. 

Professor Artemieff (of Kieff), who was invited to attend the Congress, 

rcfused todo so, as the police declined to permit four of his Jewish students 
cccompany him, 
THE REAL RUSSIANS AND OFFICIAL ASSISTANCE. 

The Real Russians of Semipalatinsk organised a procession, in which the 
local Governor and clergy took part. Speeches were delivered during the 
roceedings calling upon the public, in the name of the Tsar, to join the 
‘hion in their fight against the Jews and revolutionaries. 

The organ of the Ekaterinoslay Black Hundreds, the Russkaya Pravda, 
Which lately received a Government subsidy of 50,000 roubles, has now gained 
« powerful supporter in the person of the Chief of the provincial police, who 
‘5 literally foreing the inhabitants to subscribe to the paper.

The Deaths at Grimsby. 

Mr. J. Cowen (Sheflield), asked what steps had been taken to get com- 
pensation for the families of the immigrants who had been poisoned on board 
ship at Grimsby, and whether anything had been done to prevent such acei- 
dents happening in future, 

The Prestpent said that the matter had been brought under his notice 
through the Press, and also by a communication he had received from Mr. 
Woolfe, of Grimsby. This was when the matter first came before the coroner. 
Mr. Woolfe had been most anxious to have an opportunity of being 
present at the enquiry, and asked that authority should be given to 
him to represent the Board at the inquest, so that he might have 
a locus standi. He thought it was rather an excessive demand that a 
person not a member of the Board should ask to represent it at any 
enquiry, and he had riot seen his way to grant the request, but he had written 
to suggest that Mr. Woolfe should claim to be represented as President of the 
Immigration Committee at Grimsby. The suggestion was adopted, and Mr. 
Woolfe was represented by counsel. Mr. Woolfe had supplied full reports 
and it appeared that there had been no foul play. A substance called ferro- 
silicon had been got on board by misrepresentation and no blame attached 
to the Railway Company or the master. A letter had been written to Mr. 
Woolfe calling attention to the fact that notwithstanding the absence of 
negligence, the families were entitled to compensation under Lord Campbell's 
Act. Mr. Woolfe had replied that the necessary steps were being taken. 

The Education Bi'}. 

Mr. H. Bentwicu (Manchester, North) asked whether the special Com- 

mittee appointed to consider the Education Bill would make a report. to the 
Board. 
The PRESIDENT said that Mr. Jessel, the Chairman of the Committee had 
made a full statement at the annual meeting and he did not think any useful 
purpose would be served by the Committee reporting, in view of the fact that 
the Bill was dead. 

Mr. J. Prag (Merthyr) asked if the Committee had died with it. 

The PRESIDENT replied in the affirmative. 

Mr. BENTWicu expressed satisfaction at the fact.

A Deportation Case. 

The SoLicrron and SECKETARY reported on the case of an alien woman 
who had resided in this country for many veadrs and had then gone to America 
to join her husband. While there she had become insane, and had been 
deported to this country, and was placed in an asylum. The husband had 
contributed to her support, but was no longer able to do so, and the woman 
had been certified for deportation. The Home Secretary had suspended the 
order, and the Board was in communication with the Board of Guardians on 
the matter. 

Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES (West London), said that this was not a case 
which could be taken to the Appeal Court, as had been done in the case of a 
man who had been sentenced to imprisonment and deportation for an attempt 
at suicide at Liverpool. In that case the Home Secretary had quashed both 
the imprisonment and the deportation order. 

On the motion of Mr. BENTWICH, who said that the order in this case 
entirely violated the spirit of the Aliens Act, the matter was referred to the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee to take whatever action Was necessary. 

Miscellaneous. 

On the motion of Mr. P..E. DAVis (Blackburn) the Board expressed its 
appreciation of the election of the President as a Vice-Presideht of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. 

Mr. Harry Tappermann was certified as Marriage Secretary of the 
Manchester (Austrian) Synagogue. 

It was reported that a synagogue had been established at Gateshead 
which the Chief Rabbi had. refused to certify, and the congregation 
threatened to conduct illegal marriages. It had been arranged that the 
marriage secretary of the older synagogue would attend the other place of 
worship to certify marriages when necessary. 

It was resolved, on the motion of Mr. HENRY HARRIS (Peace and Tran- 
quillity) to send a letter of thanks to Mr. W. Johnson, L.C.C., for securing 
dlouble sessions on Friday at the Swan Street Council School, which is largely 
attended by Jewish children. 

Leave was granted to the Ayr Synagogue to elect a deputy.

Sin,—I should be much obliged if you would grant me the hospitality of 
your columns to bring ander the notice of your readers the present needs of 
the Palestine Agricultural School, called “ Kirjath Sefer.” From time to 
Lime references have been made in your journal to this institution, more 
especially during the recent visit of the Direetor, Mr. Israel Belkind, to 
England. 

The school is now in ¢ull working order, and has some thirty-seven pupils 
on its books. The large majority of these are native Palestinian ; it is, how- 
ever, interesting to note that of the minority one hails from these shores. 
Chere are four elasses, and by the system adopted one-half of the school 
hours is spent indoors and the other in the fields and gardens—a combination 
Of theory and practice that must tend to result in complete efficiency. Dr. 
Wilkanski, who received his training in Germany, is in charge of the agricul- 
tural studies, and the rest of the curriculum is under the direction of Dr. 
Miller, Mr. Rivlin and an Arabie tutor. : 

| do not think that much insistence is needed to bring home to the minds 
Of those who are interested in the revival of agriculture among US and in the 
Winning over—or saving—from town-life and its callings recruits for the

The Excavation of Jericho. 


The exeavations on the site of ancient Jericho brought to light 
traces of the various civilisations which. at different times made the eity 
their home, but not suflicient progress with the work was made to enable 
explorers always to determine the epoch, Canaanite, Israelite, or Jewish, to 
which the interesting and important relics unearthed belonged. 

The most important discovery after the excavation of the walls of Jericho 
Wilts the former citadel, it lay the slope of the north westerl\ hills of thie 
sever on which Jericho was built, and was fortified by an external and 
internal wall, both of which were crowned by strong corner towers and 
connected at irregular intervals by walls. The northern 
part of the citadel has been laid bare. On the northern slope of the city 
without the walls numerous remains of Canaanite houses were discovered, 
Sone of these leaned wwuinst fhe old city \\ ill. and recalled, as one writer 
points out, the House of Rahab, in which Joshua's spies took refuge. The 
partition walls of clay were in many cases still standing, and even ovens and 
4 drainage ¢anal were still to be traced. In many cases the bodies of little 
children buried in jars were found beneath the clay floors of the houses. 
The exeavators believe that this slope was inhabited from the end of 2,000 Be, 
up to the last few centuries before Christ, At tive different spots flights of 
broad stone steps were discovered, but they are held to belong to a tater 
time when the city lay deserted and the once inhabited higher parts were 
used for eardens ana vVinevards, 

Great hopes. were set on the results on the investigation of the so-called 
Fountain Hill.on the sides of which is situated the “Sultan spring,” Ain-es

Sultan. Whose waters are thought to have attacted the first settlers. These 
hopes were dis ippointed, but a most interesting collection of Israelite houses 
cirea Ba. TOO) was partly brought to light. One of the excavated houses 


was particularly well preserved. Tt contained a courtyard open to the air, 
with a beneh. a long room and a kitchen opening on to the yard in which the 
great water tun still stood in its aceustomed place, But not only ¢ nil this 
house iousty, pointe lout. arelie of the recolontsimg of the rider 
Ahab—be reconstructed according to plan, but numerous domestie utensils 
were unearthed —plates and dishes, pots an lamphoriwe, corn mills of red sand- 
stone, lamps and toreh-holders, and all kinds of fron implements. The forms 
of the vesselS bear a clear relationship to the Grieco-Phoenician potters 
found in Cyprus, and have nothing to do with the fragments of anctent 
Canaanite ware found in the course of the excavations. The excavators’ 
work has demonstrated the fact that in much later centuries the site of 
ancient Jericho was inhabited. A number of graves of the Early Byzantine 
era contaming amphora and pots, and a number of glass vessels in a com- 
plete state of preservation, were also found; the glass vessels will throw 
valuable light on the history of the glass industry in the East. 

Unfortunately, practically no inscriptions have been met with vet. All 
that has been discovered is a number of stamps on the handles of jars, 
apparently bearing the name of the divinity Jahu. The letters are Aramean, 
and seem to date from the Fifth to the Third Century before Christ. 

The exeavations will be resumed in the course of the winter.—Reuter. 


Discoveries in Asia Minor. 


MOSES AND BABYLON. 

Mr. W. St. Chad Boscawen describes, in the Daily Chronicle, recent 
discoveries regarding Hittite remains in Asia Minor. Dr. Hugo Winckler, 
working for the German Oriental Fand in Cappadocia, found a number of clay 
tablets in cuneiform characters, which proved to be diplomatic records of the 
Hittite kings of the early twelfth century B.C. One interesting fact is 
revealed by these tablets :— 

“It is clear,” Mr. Boscawen writes, “that there were scribes at the Court 
of Rameses IL. who could write the cuneiform script, and understand the 
Babvlonian language. To conduct the negotiations they must have been men 
of high attainments, and certainly some had a knowledge of Babylonian 
literature, and may have been educated in that country. Moses Was, 
according to Biblical tradition, brought up at the Court of Rameses II., where 
he learned all ‘the wisdom of the Egyptians.’ fo hold a high position at 
that Court must have implied a knowledge of the languages of Asia. if. then, 
Moses could read and write cuneiform, the whole of the literature of 
Babylonia—the Creation and Deluge Tablets—and the Code of Hammurabi 
would be open books to him. These tablets, therefore, throw a new light on 
the question of the Babylonian element in the Pentateuch. Phe inscriptions 
have not as yet been fully published ; but it is clear that they give us a new 
chapter of Oriental history and the records of a * Lost Nation,

Jews’ Temporary Shelter.

MEETING, 

The annual meeting of subseribers to the Jewish Shelter was held op 
Sunday, at the Institution, 82, Leman Street. 

Mr. H. LANDAU, the President, in moving the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, which has already been summarised in the Jewish Chronicle. 
said that they had passed through a normal year; there was no great pres. 
sure except on one occasion. He particularly wished to allude to the Aliens 
Act. From the legal aspect it had been very properly exposed by the Presi 

dent of the Board of Deputies. Of course they could not expect that gentle 

man to know as much of the practical working of the Act as the officers «) 
the Shelter. He was very pleased to tell them that shortly he might lv 

able to remedy some of the evils from which the immigrants suffered. ly 

the Port of London Act a clause had been inserted providing for a shelte: 

for all immigrants. This would give them an opportunity of testing the 
legality of some of the decisions consequent on the Act. For at presen: 
aliens arriving in this country were not regarded as being on English soil, 
and, therefore, the Habeus Corpus Act did not apply to them; thus it was 
impossible to test the interpretation of the Act ina court of law and, in fact, 
the administration was entirely left to the whim of an official—in fact, adminis 

trative law pure and simple which, he had little doubt, the judges of this land 
would pronounce unconstitutional. Mr. Landau pointed out how detrimenta! 
to English shipping was the Aliens Act, and referred to the fact that many) 
who were rejected might have been a source of great good to the country. 
As to the work they were performing at the Shelter, they did nor 
indulge in the hysterical shrieks which seemed to characterise the appea! 
for funds by other charitable institutions, yet the needs of their institution 
were very real. Were they to set out the pathetic cases they had to dea! 
with, their annual report would have to be the size of the London Directory, 
and he begged the community to come forward with liberal contributions in 
support of the beneficent work they were doing. That work was human: 
tarian in the thorough sense of the word. They had provided 5,850 nights 
lodgings during the past year in the Institution, and owing to an abnorma! 
arrival of transmigrants during one particular week they were obliged to 
lodge 677 outside the Institution. The Shelter had been the means of bringing 
families together. Acting up to the Talmud, which bade them not to be too 
searching when food was required, they had provided food to every Jew who 
had come there to seek it. Surely the Jewish community must feel sony 
comfort when they know that even in the present distressful times ther: 
was nota Jew in the East End of London who could say that he could mo 
find a night s lody ing or some food, 

Mr. 1. M. SCHWAB seconded the adoption of the report. 

Mr. H. H. Gorpon, L.C.C, (Hon. Secretary), in supporting the motion, 
referred to the Shelter as the safety-valve of the community. He took it tha 
the small attendance meant that the community were well satisfied with th: 
way in which the work was carried on; nevertheless, it would be mor 
encouraging to them if the community was more largely represented at thei 
meetings. It was said in some quarters that the institation was too large, bu! 
at any moment there might be an outbreak against their coreligionists, and 1 
behoved them always to be ready to receive as many as came to seek their aid. 

The motion was adopted.

The sum of £1,000 upon trust for the 
benefit of testators nephew, Wolf Defries, and after his death for his 
children.

Upon like con- 
ditions she bequeathed to the National Portrait Gallery the portrait of her 
husband by Rudolf Lehmann, and to the National Gallery the oil painting “ Head 
of a Jesuit,” by Solomon Hart. She desired that her old horses should be des. 
troved rather than soldorused. She left the trust fund settled on her marriage 
to University College and University College Hospital, at the discretion of the 
executors. The testatrix bequeathed £5,000 to the executors without obliga 
tion, but withthe desire that it may be applied for the eontinuance of her annual 
subseriptions and other payments, and for the benefit of objects which she re- 
garded as having claims upon her, and, so faras not applied, to form part of the 
ultimate residue of her estate, which she left to the trustees for charitable pur- 
poses, having special regard fort woconvalescent homes and two homes for ladies 
who by reverse of fortune may have become objects of charity. There ts alsoa 
special legacy of £500 to be dist ributed forthe benetit of persons known to her.

THE STATUS OF THE 
JEWISH MINISTRY. 
> 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik,--I think that no more important discussion could take place in your 
columns than the one on the status of our ministry initiated by the able letter 
of Hinenee.” The welfare of the Jews in England must very largely be 
dependent on the eflicrency of their clergy, and nothing tending to that end 
may be neglected by the community. And a measure which will directly 


gend to that end, and which it is in the power of the community to bring 


about by a litthe good will and administrative skill, is a proper system of 
organization of the clergy. Their meeting together regularly and as a 
broly corporate representing both the Metropolis ana the Provinces 
will give them a more detinite status; it will afford them a better opportunity 
of interchanging experiences than they enjoy at present; and, lastly, will 
conduce to a more intelligible and helpful relation between them and the 

The form which the organisation should take is, in my Opinion, best 

imdicated by Dr. Barnett in his letter published in vour issue of January Sth 

viz., the division of British Jewry into dioceses, each with a representative 
council and a responsible Beth Din, and from them a central svnod to be 
formed representing the whole of the United Kingdom. 

There are many who would dismiss such a scheme as this straightaway, 
on the ground that the men are lacking ; that; generally speaking, the personnel 
of our ministers has not shown itself strong enough for ans collective respon- 
sibility to be put on it, for any collective wisdom to be likely to arise from 
its deliberations. This cheap and easy sneer quite tenores the considerable 
amount of talent and devotion to duty which aetually exist among our 
ministers. But if we assume, merely for the sake of argument, that it is true, 
it would still be heside the pom. One of the soundest rules of admfistra- 
tion is: bestow responsibility and vou will draw out capacity and powers of 
work, 

The most debatable point in Dr. Barnett’s letter is; to my mind, the pro- 
posal that the bodies should e@onsist of clergy and laity jointly, it would 
certainly seem at first sight that the esprit de corps, the fostering of which ts 
so strongly and rightly insisted on by “ Hinenee,” would best be obtained by 
the meeting of the clergy by themselves. On the other hand, the ultimate 
power, even in religious matters, must be with the laity. No divine authority 
confined to a priestly caste, is recognised by our religion. From this point of 
view, 1t may facilitate the general acceptance of the expert advice of 
the clergy, that. the interchange of ideas between them and 
the taity should take lace at as early a stage as possible in 
the joint bodies, ~which Mula. however, no doubt refer certain questions 
to committees consisting of ministers alone. The idea of joint bodies.was 
probably sugested hy the example of some of the Protestant nonconformist 
bodies, eg., the governing hody of the Wesleyans consists, | believe, of an 
annual Conference, composed of 300 ministers and 300 laymen, sitting and 
Voting together. But there is a “ pastoral session” consisting of ministers 
only, which deals with questions affecting doetrine, and with the stationing 
and discipline of the ninistry. Hlowever, the whole question, Important ats 
it is, isa subordinate one; and Dr. Barnett’s scheme of organisation can 
be worked on the principle either of clergy and laity together, or of clergy 
alone, 

it is otherwise with the sugvestion of“ Hinenee ” that ministers shonld 
draw their salaries from a central fund, which, to my mind, is clearly 
inadmissable as a question of practical polities, Any scheme involving 
the pooling of funds raises most serious difliculties: and if the 
organisation is to be started, it should not involve expenditure 
except for the actual machinery of the Conference. Perhaps the collective 
wisdom and experience of the assembled ministers may be able to suggest to 
the Chief Rabbi and fo the congregations some system of probation, grada- 
tion and even rotation, not open to this objection. 

Another example of the functions of the synod, when assembled, will be 
to consider in the first instance any questions of change of ritual. Indeed, 
this will hardly be a new funetion for the assembled ministers; for it was a 
term of the appointment of the present Chief Rabbi that, whenever a ques- 
tion should be raised by a synagogue contributing to the support of the office 
of Chief Rabbi-as to any proposed alteration in the form of worship or ritual 
thereat, he should consult with a Committee to be convened by him and to 
eonsist of the preachers of the contributing sSyHnagocues, unless he should 
deem it proper to authorise the alteration without consulting them. And 
such a conference, consisting of the late Dayan Spiers, Dr. Lerner, the then 
Rabbi of the Federation of Synagogues, and about ten metropolitan and 
fifteen provincial ministers, together with Dr. Friedliinder as lay adviser, was 
convened and met in May, 1892, and passed various resolutions, most of which 
were adopted by the Chief Rabbi. Similarly, it will be for the London District 
Council, or for a federation of the London districts, if there is to be more 
than one, to take over the work of the present Committee of London Ministers. 

| think it is very probable that a large number of members of the com- 

munity, both lay and clerical, would desire to see an organisation created on 
some such lines as these. But L cannot hope that much will happen because 
letters are written in your columns by private individuals like myself, or by 
persons whose letters, however weighty in matter, are signed only with 
noms de plume. If the matter is to go forward, some executive action must 
be taken, some sort of round table conference got together to draw up a 
scheme. This could be done by the Chief Rabbi, as head of the Jewish clergy, 
if properly approached by his subordinates. Or the lay heads of the community, 
metropolitan or provincial, could move, and summon conferences, national or 
local. If both clergy and laity were to move, no harm would be done. But 
laissez faire will effect nothing. Let only the persons concerned be brought 
together in any legitimate manner, and the scheme which is best will be 
evolved. Tentatively, | venture, as a basis of discussion, to put forward the 
following formal elaboration of the scheme suggested by Dr. Barnett for the 
organisation of the Jews of the United Kingdom for religious purposes :— 

(1) Congregations to be grouped in districts, e.g., North London, or Man- 
chester and neighbourhood. Kach district to have a Couneil consisting of 
representatives (ministers and laymen) of its constituent congregations. 

(2) A General Assembly for the whole United Kingdom (ministers and 
laymen in equal numbers), to meet at least once every year. 

_ _ (4) The General Assembly to deal with matters common to the Jews of the 
United Kingdom. In particular, to appoint committees on (a) licensing of 
ministers ; (b) proposals to alter the form of public worship ; and perhaps— 
working out an idea suggested by a friend—(c) Shechita. 

(4) The district councils to deal with local matters. In particular, to 
prepare schemes for the establishment in each district, or federation of 
neighbouring districts, of a local Beth Din, subject to the control of the 
London Beth Din.

ADDRESS BY REV. DR. H. P. STOKES. 

The Rey, Dr. H. PL. Stokes, of Cambridge, lectured on Monday at the 
Jew ish Hist ric il Vv. meetinyw at the Mocatta Library, * Jewish Titles 
and Surnames before the Expulsion.” The Rev. S. Levy, President, was in 
the Chair. In the eourse of his remarks Dr. Stokes said that he had to begin 
withaeriticism. Mr. Joseph Jacobs, in his excellent lecture at the time of the 
Jewish Historical Exhibition on London Jewry, had referred to a family whieh 
he called the Hagin family, the principal member of which was a certain 
“ Magister Mosseus,” of London. He questioned many of Mr. Jacobs's state- 
ments in regard to this family, and the tithe Le Eveske (Episcopus), which he 
applied to several members of it and for which there appeared to be no 


justification. Mr. Jacobs gave the following genealogy :—

He asserted—against the view of Mr. Jacobs and otker authorities—that 
the term Episcopus did not refer to an oflice but was a patronymic, a mere 
family name, whatever may have been its original signification, In- support 
ofthat view he mentioned that he had come across a woman in a document 
dated 1281, bearing the name Muriel Le Eveske. He thought that the idea 
that the name referred to an oflice might have arisen from the fact that the 
accusative had read as the genitive, and a name like “ Deodatum 
Episcopum Judseum” had been read tin the abbreviated form in which it was 
mostly written as“ Deodatam Episcopum Judworum.” The name in the English 
bi-lingual deeds was equivalent to j73. It was true that in the Cologne 
deeds the phrase “ Episcopus Judzeorum” actually occurred, but the word 
it3 did not accompany it, and it was difficult to whether the two 
expressions tallied. The Chief Rabbi had contended that there were no 
Jewish surnames at the time before the Expulsion, but he differed from that 
view. Mr. Jacobs had probably been led to call some of his Hagin family Le 
Eveske, from the fact that Elias Le Eveske held the office of Arch-Presbyter, 
which was also held by two members of the Hagin family. From the time of 
Richard |. tothe Expulsion, six different men held this post. The first was 
dacob Preshyter. He did not know what Hebrew word corresponded to the name 
Presbyter. Jacob was succeeded by a man named Josce, grandson of a Rabbi 
Grotsee, al distinguished Jew of the twelfth century. He was followed hy 
the famous Aaron of York, who did not remain in office long. He was 
succeeded by Elias, the son of Benedictus Le Eveske. Elias was one of the 
chirographers who had charge of the London Jewish chest and was. also 
concerned in the tallawes, the levies which the Sovereign exacted from the 
Jews. One such demand led to the summoning of a Jewish Parliament at 
Worcester, which was attended by about 100 Jews. The only point discussed 
was how much money they could pay. Elias once protested to the King 
against an excessive demand and declared that though he were to flay them 
and cut their throats and put out their eyes he would be unable to get more 
money. But the King was inexorable and the poor man had to submit. Elias 
afterwards changed his faith and made various curious statements which 
pointed to the fact that the many hardships he had to undergo unhinged 
his mind, Klias was deposed and was sueceeded by Hagin Le Eveske. 
The office of arch-presbyter had nothing to do with the word “ episcopus.” 

secause Elias happened to be arch-presbyter and to be called Eveske, Mr. 
Jacobs had assumed that Hagin, also arch-presbyter, must bear the same 
cognomen, Hagin was succeeded by his nephew Deulecresse. Various 
authorities, such as Coke, Selden, Tovey, Jacobs and Dr. Adler, had thought 
that the arch-presbyter was an ecclesiastical office, and called pontifex 
Judworum. Coke said: “To the end they should exercise the laws of their 
sacrifices which they could not do without a priesthood the king by his 
charter granted .them to have one.” He (Dr. Stokes) maintained that 
that was an absolute mistake. There was no reference, of course, to sacri- 
fices, and the post was not even a rabbinical office. It was of a 
civil character relating to communications with the court or the king. 
Certain matters of Jewish law might be referred to these officials inciden- 
tally. Besides the arch-presbyter there were (see Dr. Gross) other official 
Jews connected with the law-courts. Thére were at least two Jews known to 
have been Judges of the High Court, and Shirley in his “ Royal Letters of 
Henry ILL.” referred to Jews who followed the courts.

Is there anything base or presumptuous in this aspiration?

Too long have we tended other 
people's gardens to the neglect of our own. 

We now want to build our own home and spread our own table. He that 
comes and breathes a word of hope and comfort to the struggling dry bones, 
he that raises our spirits and bids us live, ts our friend. But he who is ready 
and delighted on all occasions to pronounce a funeral oration over our most 
cherished hopes, he that counsels us to bury our racial distinetiveness and 
abandon our national existence, bids us die. He is our enemy! 

Mr. Lucien Wolf talks of isolating the Zionist “contagion, and thereby 


saving the race from total destruction.” What a delusion for a great and 
logical mind. In the time of Sanballat, Son (in-law) and Co., he might have 


been a shining light, a splendid adviser for the millennium of assimilation. 
Now, he ts deplorabls late, centuries too late. For, alas! the contagion has 
already spread beyond. all and the whole race is irremediably 
affected. During generations of untold misery, through troubled days and 
wearisome nights, millions of Jewish mothers have found solace and succeeded 
in instilling in, and indelibly impressing, the love for Zion and the hope of the 
restoration on, the minds of millions of Jewish children in a manner that no 
force could wipe out, nor cataract wash away.

ZIONISM. 


MR. JOSEPH COWEN ON THE PROSPECTS OF ZIONISM, 


At the king's Hall, Commercial Road. on Saturday, Mr. Joseph Cowey 
delivered his presidential address to the Bnei Zion Association. There was 
large gathering. 

Mr. COWEN said that his first duty was to thank them very much for th, 
honour they had done him in electing him as their President for the yea, 
Those were not empty words because he knew that there had been before hj: 
men who had been good and earnest workers in the cause of Zionism, who ha, 
occupied the position to which they had elected him. That institution hacl 
been established nineteen years and they had a good record. Among the me), 
who had occupied the presidential chair one in particular he could not hel), 
mentioning. He referred to Mr. J. De Haas, who was a member of the Associa 
tion when he (Mr. Cowen) first joined the Zionist movement. Mr. De Has» 
was an absolute enthusiast for the movement, and devoted himself heart ana 
soultoit. He knew no other man—and he knew many in the movement—wh), 
was more ready to devote himself to the cause than Mr. De Haas. He though: 
Wis right, in occupying that seat. to Say at least a few words about a forme 
President. He had the pleasure of seeing Mr. De Haas while he (Mr. Cowen 
had been in America, in the spring of last vear, when he had that gentleman 
assurance that he was still working hard for the cause. He only hoped 
that that was true of the other former Presidents of the Bnei Ziv, 
Mr. Cowen said it would gratify them to know that the movement was looked 
upon much more favourably in America now than ever before. It was looked 
upon both by the “uptown” Jew as well as the “ downtown” Jew as bein: 
much more likely to have init the germs of the solutionof the Jewish question 
than had previously been the case. That was due to a nymber of causes. Th. 
principal cause was that the Jew in America had begun to think of th 
Jewish question. Their lot formerly had there, perhaps, been too good + 
allow them to trouble about the Jewish question. But of late years the numbe 
pouring into America had been more than America could easily tackle, and 
was that fact which made them think of the Jewish question, Altogether Zionis: 
was looked upon more favourably than any other movement in America, and 
he was inclined to think that Zionism would be regarded here also much mor: 
favourably than it had been in the past. There were movements that could 
be discerned from which, he gathered, they were not going to be without th: 
help and assistance of those who had previously stood aloof from then 
People had said that the Zionists ought to be able to discuss their question 
without the use of hard words.

Trust, a branch of which had been established in their midst, more than the, 
did. If they assisted it as they should, he would know that he had thei 
moral support also. He was sorry to say that the movement here was no! 
so satisfactory as it might*be;: if it was not dead, it seemed to be very much: 
asleep. It was true that Zionism could never die; the ideal was too deeply 
rooted in them, but certainly they would not be able to go very much 
ahead in this country unless they presented a more united front. Even that 
society, which had existed nineteen years and held meetings every Saturday 
night could not show as satisfactory a progress as it might.

very bright prospects for Zionism. One of the first duties of Zionists was to 


see that public opinion of the Jews in Turkey as wellas of the other inhabitants, 


was in their favour. 


At present, the Turks had very hazy ideas of what 
was meant 


by Zionism. The Tarks were a suspicious people, and they 


would want to know what was wanted by the Zionists; and, 
therefore, it was their duty to see that they put their demands 
in a very intelligible manner and that 


they should be very careful in 
their language, so that they should not be misunderstood. There were people 
who were ready to denounce them to the Turkish Government, saying that 
the Zionists wanted a great Jewish State. To-day they could) go into 
Palestine with the full assurance of absolute liberty and freedom, and more- 
over be treated as equal provided, of course, they took up Turkish citizen- 
ship. He was of opinion that Jews in Palestine ought to give proof of 
their good feeling, by assuming, as soon as they could, Tarkish citizen- 


ship. He asked non-Zionists not to confuse issues. It was evident 
that Palestine would be the home only for those who would 
not or could not remain in the lands in which they now lived. 


Palestine was opening out, and, rather than emigrate to other countries, those 
who were seeking a new home should go to Palestine. All the charters in 
the world would not secure Palestine for them if Jews were not ready to go 
there. In conclusion, he said he was sure the new constitution in Turkey 
opened up great possibilities for their movement. (Cheers.)

It may, however, be urged that the cereatian of a Jewish hospital with its 
resultant demand for Jewish nurses will inevitably eall forth the supply, 
Kven so, there is no reason to assume that Jewish nurses of the. proper 
hospital standara will necessarily equipped with it knowledge al Yiddish, 
Ix it not significant that neither the Jewish Hospital in Manchester nor the 
Home and Hospital for Jewish Ineurables ins London has a complete Jewish 
nursing staff? 

| have already referred to the fact that the advocates of a specitiealls 
Jewish hospital disclaim the impossible task of providing for the datly 
average of 500 Jewish in-patients in the general hospitals throughout the 
Metropolis. But they maintain that a Jewish hospital is necessary in the 
Kast End, if for no other reason than to relieve the strain on the London 
Hospital, with which institution they profess a desire to work in, perfect 
harmony. But is there really such an intolerable strain as to justify she 
ereation of a new institution? The daily average of Jewish in-patients at 
the London Hospital is eighty. Fifty-four are accommodated in the Hebrew 
Wards, which, by trast, are reserved exclusively for Jewish patients. There 
is thus a balance of twenty-six Jewish patients distributed among the general 
wards of the London Hospital. Henee, in this great hospital, situated in the 
very heart and centre of the Jewish population, 26 beds out of a total of SOO 
are occupied by Jewish patients. The strain, forsooth, at the London 
Hospital is so oppressive that, a few weeks ago, for the first time in the 
history of the hospital, there were ten empty beds in one of the Hebrew 
wards. This is another side illustration of my contention that gradually the 
Hebrew wards at the London Hospital, without any encroachment upon the 
general wards, will provide ample accommodation to meet all the require- 
ments of our brethren in the Kast End of London. Even should my forecast 
prove incorrect, it is surely an extravagant proposal to erect a specifically 
Jewish hospital for the average of twenty-six patients, whom the authorities 
of the London Hospital have always shown themselves ready to receive in 
their general wards. 

I need not repeat what is stated in the interview with Mr. E. W. Morris, 
reported in your issue of December 25th last, how the religious scruples of 
our brethren are respected, both in the Hebrew wards and in the general 
wards. lLTonly wish that I could say that these facilities are always properly 
appreciated. “| have had a Christian nurse complain to me that a Jewish 
patient, in order to annoy his fellow-Jews, deliberately took a milk spoon and 
stirred his meat soup with it. A Sister in one of the general wards has 
reported to me that a Jewish patient refused the kosher food brought 
to him from the Jewish kitchen, and insisted upon having trifa meals from the 
general kitchen. I have had to remonstrate with a Jew who declined to come 
inside the Rothschild ward for participation in divine service, and wished to 
remain outside on the baleony with uncovered head and smoking a cigarette, 
while | read prayers. And, place aux dames. London Hospital grants 
facilities to the Initiation Society for performing Milah in the 
Maternity Wards. But the very first week after this arrangement was made, 
one Jewess refused to take advantage of it, and would not have the Milah on 
the proper day because she was anxious to have the rite deferred until her 
discharge from the hospital, in order to have a party at home, Another

eHiciency of the nursing profession in a modern hospital like the 
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Jewess declined to have the Milah in the hospital, because she preferred to 


have the rite performed at home, and thus not lose the ten shilling grant 
from the Initiation Society. | understand that the Initiation Society would 
not make a vrant such a case of postponed Milah, but this does not affect 
the woman's belief that it would). 

These are, of course, exceptional cases, and [ am the last 
person in the world to accuse my brethren in the East End of indifference to 
praver, the dietary laws and the rite of Milah. The mass of Jewish in- 
patients at the London Hospital are only too grateful for the religious 
facilities they enjoy. But | have purposely selected these examples with 
the object of stoutly maintaining that any mistakes made by the London 
Hospital are likewise exceptions and accidental, and are not due to any lack 
of sympathy with the c¢laims and duties of our faith. (Common justice 
demands that the small number of errors on both sides should be allowed to 
cancel one another.

After twelve vears’ experience as the Visiting Minister at the London 
Hospital, | can say with eonviction that there is nothing which may be 
desired from the Jewish point of view, which cannot be obtained, if the 


Jewish members of the House Committee advocate it. I have no ground for 
supposing that what applies to the London Hospital does not equally apply 
to other hospitals. As. long as Jewish representatives on the House Com- 
mittees of general hospitals do their bounden duty to their brethren, so long 
will there he no need for a specifically Jewish hospital. 

I willingly pay tribute to the energy and self-sacrifice with which the 
promoters of the scheme for a Jewish hospital have devoted themselves to 
the cause they have taken up, and which they continue so strenuously to 
pursue. It. is because I think they are displaying zeal in a mistaken direction 
that lL ask themto pause before they proceed further in their project for the 
foundation of a new institution, which is not a present necessity, which 1s 
destined to be a future superfluity, and under the most favourable of cireum- 
stances is certain to be a grievous and gratuitous burden on an over-taxed 
community.

Sin,—In your leaderette on this subject on January Sth, you state that 


“ the fact of the matter is, the whole question of the establishment of a Jewish 
hospital is a question of how much will that Jewish hospital be financially 
supported.” -T venture to-think there is another aspect of the matter, which 
should be carefully considered before money is embarked upon such an under- 
taking. How is a Jewish hospital to be staffed with surgeons, physicians, 
‘specialists in the various departments, and nurses? You remark that “we 
have in London no dearth of medical talent.” Asa matter of fact, we have 
remarkably few Jewish consulting physicians or surgeons, orJdewish specialists 

probably not more than half-a-dozen in all. Ladmit there are many general 


practitioners, holding the highest degrees and diplomas,.who are very able 


doctors ; but they are not consultants. such as the men who form the staffs of 
all the London hospitals, and they would be the last people in the world to 
claim a professicnal status equal to that of the staff of, for tustance, the 


London Hospital or the Metropolitan, where special accommodation for Jewish 
patients is at present provided. But, passing over that difliculty, we have to 
remember that probably not a single one of the few Jewish specialists we 
have in London can speak Yiddish. That being so, what advantage would 
there be in a Jewish hospital? If we founded one and staffed it with men 
who could not speak Yiddish, the patients would be no better off than they 
are at present. There are, of course, many practitioners in the East End who 
can speak Yiddish, bat they are not the class of men who would be suitable 


as hospital officials, even if their work allowed them suflicient leisure to 
attend to hospital patients. It has been stated that we could import 
Yiddish-speaking doctors from abroad. This is not the case, however, for,

The difliculty presents itself in a still more acute form, when we enquire 
whether we could tind a supply of Viddish-speaking Jewish nurses. Nursing, 
has had very little attraction for Jewish women, and there 
Jewish nurses in London-—certainly not a dozen—who can 
A nurse requires at least three years of hospital training in 
not less than LOO beds to gain a certificate or to attain to 
‘ree of efficiency. So that even if the required number of 
women could be found, who would be willing to take up nursing, 
should have to wait at least three vears before they would be ready 
to start their duties at the Jewish hospital. Why! the London Hospital is 
desirous of having a Yiddish-speaking lady-almoner, and not one suitable 
person can be found at present to undertake the work. How, then, can any-

oue hope to find sufficient ladies who can speak Yiddish to staff a whole 
hospital ? 
You, Sir, refer in your leaderette to the Manchester Jewish Hospital. 


This hospital possesses only 20 beds, and treats only 280 in-patients and 300 
out-patrents ina year. Of what use would a hospital of that size be to cope 
with the vast masses of Jews in the East End of London? The Manchester 
Hospital is staffed by general practitioners, just as many country cottage 
hospitals are; whether they can all speak Yiddish or not, Ido not know. 
but to compare their abilities and skill to those of the members of a London 
hospital staff is almost ludicrous, And, because this is recognised in Man- 
chester, there has been appointed a consulting staff of non-Jewish specialists 


to be called in in cases of difficulty. L believe, also, that 1 am correct in 
stating that the great majority of the nurses are not Jewesses. I do not 
deny that we might be able to found a cottage-hospital on these lines in 
London, but do we want such an institution and would it be of any service 


to the Jewish community? Could we compare it either in size or eflicienecy 
with, let us say, the French Hospital, the German Hospital, or the Italian 
Hospital, the smailest of which treats about 900 in-patients and 13,000 out- 
patients annually, and whose staffs are composed mainly of English specialists, 
who can speak French, German or Italian fluently. 

There is already a widespread feeling that the number of medical schools 
in London is unnecessarily large, and many of the existing schools are sadly 
hampered by financial difficulties and by lack of students. Is it likely, then, 
that even Jewish students will be attracted by the prospect of the teaching 
of general prac titioners, and is it likely that the General Medical Council 
will recognise as a medical school a hospital so staffed and of so limited 
a size? 

These are a few of the many points outside the financial and political 
aspects of the question, which it is most essential to. consider, before we 
embark upon an enterprise of such doubtful utility and prospects,

Some New Heine Letters. 
The Neue Freie Presse publishes an article by Hugo Wittmann embodving 
a colleetionlof unpublished letters of Heinrich ite ine. Whieh were addressed 
to Alexander Weill, They date from the period just following the publication 
of Heine's seathing attack On Ludwig Borne, that led to a duel ino which 
Heine was wounded, The Nene Freie Presse has more than once rendered 
creat service to thre Heine by devoting considerable Space lo 
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literary discoveries Concerning and on this it ives less than 
four pages to this new collection. The letters were given by Alexander 
Weill to the late Crown Prince Rudolf of Austria, and were by him presented 
his mother, the ited ress Klizabeth. Weill merely stipulated, in 
making the wift. that a photographie copy of the letters should be taken and 
deposited with him, and it is from these photographs that Herr Wittmann has 
compiled his present review. The originals were apparently returned to the 
Heine family on the death of the Empress, and it is not known what has

JEWISH BOYS’ PHYSIQUE —Proceedings opened by Mr. Frank Morley 
giving a sketch of the work of the Association, which took the line of the 
Report noticed at length in last week's Jewish Chronicle.

Jewish boys were 
now able to show their fellows, not only in London, but in’ England 
generally, that they could hold their own with any boys in the country. He 
was still devoted to outdoor sports, although he was not able to take part in 
some which he enjoyed so much twenty-five years ago. 

A MAYOR AND DAW MENDOZ4. —Occasionally passing along the Embank- 
ment he noticed young fellows preparing themselves for a Marathon or other 
feats of pedestrianism,, and he admired them the more because they carried 
out their preparations with probably less facilities than fortune had favoured 
him when he practised the same thing in his younger days. dews in this 
country now enjoyed perfect equality, and, although England was always in 
advance of other nations in that respect, there were periods when they 
suffered in ways apart. from the absence of political rights. They used to be 
greatly annoved by rough treatment which many individuals felt at liberty 
to perpetrate against them. This was largely checked in East London 
by a famous bexer, Daniel Mendoza, who taught -his coreligionists 
the scrence of selfalefence and how to apply the lessons practically fo uny- 
one who needed such effective tuition. The effect of it was that brow- 
beaters and bullies learned to show a Wholesome respect for toffensive 
persons Who might possess the means to take care of themselves. It was 
hecause he recognised the salutary benefits conferred by the various 
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activities of the Jewish Athletic Association that the Mayoress and himself 
found so much pleasure in attending that evening.
